and constitutionally wrong '/ 



AN ALARMIST. 



The Toronto Mail evidently considers 
that ita mission ia to right what it regards 
aa wrong in tho province of Quebec. The 
Dominion (iovernnient has decided not 
to disallow tho Act passed by tho Legisla- 
ture of t^luobec If.st year granting the .le- 
juits §100,000 aa a compensation for pro- 
perty ajjpropriated by the Govoi'nment. 
L'ho Act passed in Quebec very quietly, 
lu the Legislature there was hardly a 
show of opposition to the measure and 
very little was said against it by tho 
press. Considering the nature of the 
bill, it is surprising that it did not meet 
with more opposition. But if the people 
and tho iirosa of t^)uebec regarded the 
passage i>f tho bill with sornothing that 
looked very like indilference, tho Toronto 
Mail was not silent. It protested vigor- 
ously. When the law was sent to Ottawa 
snd it was found that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment was disposed to let the people of 
Quebec do what'they liked with their own 
money, the Mail became indignant. Able 
articles appeared in its columns doiiounc- 
ing tho .Jesuits and trying to show the 
[leople of Canada that their religious and 
[lolitical intereatB would bo in danger if 
tho province of Quebec was allowed to 
givo $400,000 of its own money 
to the Jesuits for the ad- 
vancement of education in the 
province. It sounded the No-Popery 
tocsin and shouted "To your tents, 
Israel." Meanwhile the people who ura 
most concerned are taking the matter 
quite coolly. The great maj'ority of tho 
electors of Quebec apjirovo of tho grant. 
The minority arc certainly nut in f".ror of 
it. Thoy believe that tlie province cannot 
-iflord to make tho Jesuiti, or any one 
else, a preaent of ao largo a sum of monoy, 
■md they consider that it could bo put to 
a much better use. But they have not loat 
their equanimity. Tlio WUncm and c^no or 
two other papers have made lomowhat 
Aiiei^etic protests, but oren their indigna- 
tion has not risen to anything near tho 
pitch to which the Ontario organ of the 
aimexationists has mounted. Its double- 
leaded editorials aro intended to sot fire 
10 tho heather, and lo raiso a conflagra- 
^ration that will make Canada a very un- 
[ileaaant place to livo in. ft is, however, 
not BO successful as one might expect. 
Tho Xo-I'o[)ery (-ird is nearly always a 
good QUO to play, but there aro circum- 
stances and conaiderationa which, at this 
present moinp'it, detract from its oll'ect- 
iveness. The Liberals cannot adojjt it, 
because they dare not, in the first place, 
oSend their Catholic supportera, and in the 
second place, their principles, frequently 
and energetically exjireased, prevent them 
diaaiiproviiig of tho ( iovernmeiit'a course 
with roapect to tha Jesuit Bill. Thoy 
aro op[)oaed to tho exorcise of thu pre- 
rogative of diaallowanco, when tho legis- 
lation ifi wilJiin tho coiupetenco of the 
Provincial legialaturoB. This is their creed 
on the subject adopteii in Ontario with re. 
lation to tho Streams Bdl ; 

"That it would imiiairtho Federal [iriii- 
oiplo, and the indeiiondenoe, constitu- 
tional powers, autonomy and institutions 
of the several Provinces, to allow of the 
exercise of the said power in regard to leg- 
islation lui aubjecta within the exclusive 
cimipotenco of the Local Lcgialaturo, on 
tho ground that in tho opinion of Hia K.x- 
cellency's advisors, or of the Canadian 
Parliament, any such legislation is wrong. 

"That it ia of the essence of Federil 
principle, as embodied in our Constitu- 
tion, that tho laid power should be used 
only in caaea whoro the law and the gen- 
eral intcreata of tho Dominion impera- 
tively demand it. 

"That tho Minister of Justice and tho 
Parliament of Canada had, under tho cir- 
cumstanoos, no rii?hb to act on their opin- 
ion, whatever it might be, as to the pro- 
priety or impropriety of the said Act," 

Liberals, therefore, feel that they can- 
not consistently condemn tho Government 
for acting according to their principles. It 
cannot bo said with any appearance of 
truth that tho law and tiio general inter- 
ests of tho Dominion demand that the 
Government diaallow an ActofthoQuo- 
boo Legislaf lire which it had an iniques- 
tioiiablo right to pass giving thu Jesuits a 
sum pf/inon*7 M »p e^umhl* gomp«aiM-, 



tion for property of which they had been 
deprived by tho State. 

The Consorvatives do not sou that thoy 
aro called upon to condemn the Govorn- 
mc nt of whoso general policy thoy ap- 
[irovo bec'uiao it refuses to intorfuro in tho 
local logialation of Quebec. Thoy say 
vrry reasonably, aa we think, if the poopio 
of Quebec are satisfied with the 'law why 
should wo complain? The money is not 
niirs. Besides, they do not see that their 
duty rerjiiires ' them, at the call of the 
3fai7, which has its own purposes to 
serve, to give otTonce to the Catholics of 
Quebec, wlio have aided thom so loyally 
in carrying out tho distinctive measures of 
thoir party. Many of tho Consorvatives, 
too, deprecate religious strife. Thoy 
cannot see that anything is to be gained 
and that much is to be lost by dragging 
thtt religious (slemenll into the politics of 
the Dominion. Tha moderation of the 
press of Quebec ia in striking contrast to 
the furious zeal of tho Ontario Mail. 
Tho <S(ar says in ofioct if a protest was 
necessary it shouhl have been made while 
the bill was in its passage through tho 
Quebec Legislaturs. It is too late now 
t(j get up an agitation. Tho ]Viinti.u 
lioos not take this ground exactly, but it 
is moderation itself compared with the 
Mad. Taking a view of the whole field, 
we have come to the conclusion that our 
Toronto contemporary's attempt to raise 
the religious ary will not be a success.

The refinnments of tho niicionu vaned ia 
uliuost every way from tlioao of a modern 
. ago, except, perhaps, in some of the use* 
apportiiinitiR to tho toilet, and tho Script- 
tiros, as well as otbor rocords of ancient 
customs, boar testimony that baths and 
I'Icnn linen, iiorfumos and sweet odors, 
wi'ie if^'unied quite as much of a luxury 
i.'i.'ii ;is iiinv. I'l'w are, perhaps, aware 
thai 1 lie origin of tho use of luauufacturcd 
porl umos had a sacred character, yet they 
were an iuvontion of the priests wlio ofli- 
clatod at the sQorifloial altars in tho olden 
toniplos; and, doubtlosa, groat necessity 
must have'been tbo mother of invontion, for 
from tbo slaugbtorod beasts must have 
urison most>'.n(KKioiu emanations, which all 
tho wator' in the ' latid 'would not have 
washiid clean Avithout tbe aid of the per- 
fumes of Arabia. - 

Opinions, says a writer in the Cbicogo 
llf.m'.d, differ about tho uso and abuse of 
Rweet scents. Certainly there ia an incon- 
fe'ruity in their uso by men, but u woman 
who loayos boliiDd her a subtle sonso of 
redolence carries always a double' obarm. 
Strong, active, enorgetio natures are apt to 
scorn an indulgence in what ia 'so grateful 
to their .opposltea—latifruidi'' luxury-loving 
pooplo. Yet tbo natural odor of flowers 
about the house are grateful to - all tdr thoir 
swoctnoss, as well as for their beauty, and 
to Iboso flowers to which Mother ' Earth has 
refused n fragrance weg^vebut half tho 
euro wb ch is showered upon those that can 
gratify a double sensii.. To some poor un- 
fortunatos tho scont of certain odors, and 
even of flowers, is distasteful, and not al- 
ways from association. Even further than 
that, the disliked odors render some per- 
sons quite til. With age the sense of smell 
is affootoa and, like tho other sonsos, grows 
weak, and some oldurly ladies, ospeoially 
tlioso who have been boautitul,- worldly 
womon, much flattered and admired, ah- 
solutoly reek with the strong bouquet ot 
somo perfumery. 

Their unconsciousness is pitiable, their 
vanity doploraliie, for it would wound them 
too proiitly ti) s\igf;i'st a lessening of their 
indulgeuce, and ihey must be allowed to 
reek on. Tho olfactory nerves i are caprici- 
ous things, and the aroma which miikes 
them dilate with- pleasure at ono time is 
quite disagreeable at another.

ly because his negro butler had evidently 
tbo same propensity, which he gratified not 
■only by indulging constantly in his master's 
'essences, but in stron^'or and less carefully 
prepared extracts of liis otvn. Bspecially 
•was it discovered to be his habit to scotter 
vijlet water all over his clothin<f just as he 
was preparing to servo dinner, and wlien 
ho took up lite place behind his master's 
chair the odor was overpowering. As « 
consequence tho gentleman becomes quito 
ill at only standing near a lady who wears 
violets.

./Jur graiuiuiolhers well knew the delight 

.oftlealiiig liie perfume from the llowers, 
nnd.^lK'ir " sull-nioiii, ' where were all con- 
veiueuces for liiis, was a part of the ma- 
ciiinery of every home. In our country 
vasl quaniities of lluwern go to waste and 
we send to Franco for i-ur perfumes, yet 
nothing is easier nor more womanly than to 
make the perfumes from lUnvia-s which we 
use Into a large, ll.it, clean earthenware 
vessel pour some purilled fat lard and suet 
mixed, warnieil suilicietilly to ninke il liipiid.

The pei-fecl slabs are I'ut into reijiiii-e.l 
lengths by .1 rip-saw ami pas--eii to ilie riio- 
bing bed to lie rubbi'd smooth. Trie rulibing 
bed consists ot a solid horizontal east -ii-.m 
wheel about tour inches lliiek and usimlly 
about twelve or thirteen feel in diameter. 
This wheel is fixed in a vertii-al shaft wliieli 
revolves on two chilled steel fru-lion h.ills, 
placed one upon Ihe other, and im-losed in a 
cast-iron box which is kept well siippli -d 
with oil. Tho box itself is tirmly imbeililed 
in a stone fouadalion, and the entire strucl- 
uro is made as Iruo and as steady as pos- 
sible. It recjuires a great deal of care and 
attention to keep the rubbing-bed perfect ly 
true; and it is sometimes necessary to riili 
it down for a whole week with bluestoue in 
order lo keep the surface smooth. 

AVhen the slab leaves Uui rubbin^r-bed it 
is coinparalively Hinoolli, and is ready to !i.) 
cut out by hand into its final shaiio. Il tiieii 
passes into the hands of tho polishers, who 
lire provided with rubbers miulo of ordiimi-y 
licking lolled up into a mop of about tlire-j 
or four inches in diameter and sewed lirinly 
through and through. With these they mi) 
the surface of the slab back and forth, hour 
after hour, until they bring out the high 
l)olish so much admired. The marble is 
first rubbed with grit, tlieti with pumii-iv- 
stoiio, and then with hone. On some white 
marbles oxalic acid is thon used, and finally 
the finishing touches are given with putiy 
of zinc. On colored marbles emery and 
French putty, prepared with suljiluu- and 
lead, are used. It is estimated that each 
square foot of surface polished costs one 
man four hours of steady work. 

in gilding, four or five gold leaves are 
blown into a cushion made of alioard cov- 
ered with chamois. The gilder cuts it into 
strips a quarter of an inch \vide, lays it on 
tho marble with bis "tip,'' then "cottons " 
it on, after which he rubs it down with a 
fine hair brush in order to smooth the laps 
and form an even and continuous surface.

Great dexterity is acquired br gilders, and 
they bedm to handle with the greatest ease 
ttia delicate gold leaf which tho sligbest 
breath Qf air issutBciont to carry off, and 
which in Inexperienced hands is utterly uu- 
manageabl& 

The variegated, dark-colored marbles are 
most expensive, but they are also generally 
harder^nd more durable, as well as mo 10 
beauiiful, than'those that are white or light 
colored.^ The common white marble, which 
is Doi so valuable from anbrnamontal point 
of view, has 'n separate value as being the 
best basis for 'the production of carbonic 
acid gas for the manufacture of " soda" wa- 
ter and all other carbonated beverages, and 
a large trade is done in it for this purpose. 
It has succeeded whiting and bicarbonat a 
of soda in this respect on account of its 
cheapness. A barrel of good marble-dust, 
weighing about 400 pounds, costs An 
equal quantity of whiting costs about -in.;-*, 
and produces no more gas. A like weight 
of bicarbonate of soda produces a doublo 
amount of gas, but costs about t7. 

As far as chemical comixisition is cou- 
cernod marble and whiting are analogous— 
both are carbonates of limo, uiid v,-hen 
ecjually puro both conlain the same amounl 
of carbonic acid. Whiting, however, in 
rarely, if ever, as puro as marble. It con- 
sists ehielly of tho remains of extremely 
small auimaleuloB.

Tho A'cdl Eetatc liccurd says thai II ro r^iis 
show that jHjrous terra cult a. bricks "nd 
blocks best resist firo, water and frost. 
Next to these in tho order of lire-resisting 
quaUties comes concretes and burned clay 
work. In tho best work done, tho iron worlc 
is incased in porous terra cotta, tile or brick 
work in roof, floor, and Lile coiislructiou. 
The hollow tiles are faced with vitreous tile, 
slate or any good weather-proof coaling, or 
with a single thickness of brick. Iron and 
steel framework, incased in finf-pt-oof 
materials, gives tho best possible results. 
There is a growing preference for light 
porous walls of hollow nialerial protecting 
an iron or wooden framework, llassive and 
heavy walls of brick or stone will do for 
architeclure, but Ihijy are not as much of a 
mechanical necessity as thuy were regarded 
a few years ago. 

I>eath-Glvlu^ Oxygen. 
It is a curious fact, discovered by Dr. 13. 
"W. Richardson, that pure oxygon becomes 
devitalized by repeated inhalations. Ani- 
mals confined in a current of freshly-made, 
pure oxygon were differently affectod, but 
never- bocanie sleepy; but when the oxy- 
gon, once inhaled, was freed from all known 
Impurities and again suppliod, tho animals 
invariably became drowsy, foil asleep, and, 
undor successive Inhalations of tho purilled 
gds', expired. It wasevidout that, in breath- 
ing, th6 o'xygen had undorgonesomo chango 
unknown tp the chemist. TTIiat tlie obaiige

IVhut a I.lfe-SRvar Saja to Tlieiu and 
AVhat Xb«y Sar to Hliu. 

"Why do good swimmerE. diown i\ the 
seai" was asked by an Ailanlic Cuy corro 
spoiiiient of life-saving young Kd U'flrien, 
w-ho iiiis become Bomowhatfamous along tiic 
coast there. 

"Iw'iU tell you," he answered. "The 
men who are good swimmers, and who 
diown while in bathing hero, are fresh- 
water swimmers. They are good swim- 
mers in smooth water, but when they tackle 
the sea thoy are uo good. A good many, 
when in tho wator, goouttoo fur to show olV. 
riien when it comes to swimming back they 
k'ivc out and go down. Those fresh-water 
swimmers have an idea that they must get 
back on a straight lino. They know nothing 
about tides or currents, and thoy strike out 
to gel back to shore by the shortest route 
instead of finding out the current and 
swimming with it. Tho first thing they 
icnow thoy got into a wave that twists them 
all up. Thoy don't know when to cut 
through it, and all of a sudden they lose 
thoir head, got out ot wind, become scared 
and tbuii comes theory for help. A fresh 
wator swimmer coming to any boach ought 
first to study the currents and tides before 
Ue ventures out. No ono should venUiro 
out beyond tho safety line unless he is 
thoroughly posted, no matter, how good a 
swimmer he is In still water. If ho knows 
tho current and tho tido thoroughly be wilt 
find it an easy matter to get back'to sbor'o 
iu his own good time." 

"•Wliat do'you first say to a drowning 
man when you reach himi" 

" I sing out to him as loud as I can that 1 
have him safe. If I am in a boat I first 
throw tiim a rope. 'When I go for a drown- 
ing man I^always think , of alife-for a life. 
It is always best to keep a'di^6wh]^g man 
off from you until you have:'huii'quiotcd 
down. If on oxoited man gefa.-tiie best of 
vou in the water the chances are both of you' 
will be lost." 

'■What is tho first thing a saved man will 
generally say to youl" 

" After hoigots out and gets fals -wits bock 
again, the first thing a man generally doea 
hi to smile, shako his head, and say * that 
was a narrow escape, sure.* Then he'll 
thank me over apd over again, and If hu 
owned the -world he'd give three-fourths of 
it to me. A good many I have 'saved re- 
warded mo liberally, but I have hoii>ed out 
some men who pronUsed me much, but never 
kept thoir promises."

PCBLIC ROAD3 BILL. 

Jlr. Anderson moved the second read- 
ing of tho Public Roads iJill. 

It was absolutely neceaaary, said the 
hon. mover, that soinelhing bo done to 
preserve tho public roada. He had con 
lined the bill to his own district, but if 
others aaw fit to adopt it, well and good 

Mr. Bcaveii said that for tho past lif 
toen years the ipieatioii had coino up rpj;u 
larly, and had been regularly rejected. If 
roads wore properly constructed they 
ahould sustain any ordinary tralHc, with- 
out putting the owners of vehiclea to tho 
expense of getting wide tires. On roada 
such as wo have in thia Province wide 
tires aro no improvement. Thoy only cut 
a wider rut than the narrow tire. Wide 
tired wagons were no hotter than narrow 
tired wagona, wdiich wero fur easier driv 
ing. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that it was about 
twenty years ago since he had first spoken 
on the wide tire question. He was more 
tirmly convinced than over that some 
such measure aa that introduced waa a ne 
ccssity in tlio interests u{ the public and 
owners and drivers of vehicles. It might 
not be well to make widu tires coinpul 
sory on new roads, but on trunk liiiss 
such as tho Saanich road, over which 
loada of wood wero being constantly 
teaine'l, they «lmild be. Tlie wid» tir^ 
answered the purpose of a roller or con 
solidater, to make and keep the ronds 
smooth. ( )n Imrd roads it waa found that 
heavy loads could be driven just as e.ssily 
with wide as narrow tires. It wai prac- 
tically impossible, experience had shown, 
to keep roada ovor which loads of wood 
wore constantly passing in good condition 
while the narrow tirea were allowed. He 
suggested that tho bill be amended to 
make tho wido tires coinpuUory on trunk 
road, to be Hpecitied, and not on certain 
now roada in the district mentioned in 
the resolution. He hoped to see the bill 
pass, with the necessary amendmontn 

augtieslod. 

Mr. (Jraiit thought it would be a mis- 
take to compel the use of wide tires, al- 
though in some cases they would be bet- 
ter. The time allowed to owners of 
vehicles for providing wide tirea was, 
however, too short. 

Mr. T. Davie supported tho resolution, 
and was heartily in accord with tho prin- 
ciple of the bill. All could see that it wsi 
bettor to have wido tires acting as rollers 
to level the road than to have narrow tir«s 
aetiiiL; as knives to cut up the road. 

Mr. Croft hardly thought tho bill 
w;iB necessary for tho diatrict he re- 
preiited, but tliouglit it would bo a very 
good thing in Victoria diatrict, and would 
accordingly support it. 

Mr. Fry endorsed the resolution. A 
number of his constituents were already 
urging tho jiassago of such a bill in his 
diatrict. All who had adopted the wide 
tirea were well aatisfind, and novor 
would return to the narrow tires. Ho 
didiu)tthinkthebill w.as reipiiredat ])r<)S0iit 
in every part of the province. If it was in- 
tended to coiilino It to the one district, it 
was certainly a step in the right direction, 
and no doubt would be univeraally adopt- 
ed in tho province aa auon aa tho people 
began to appreciate thtj .idvantagos of 
wido tirea. 

Tho resoluti(jii for a second reading was 
jjassud, and the House went into COM' 
initlee, with Mr. Ladnei- in the chair, to 
consider its various clauaea. 

While in committee it was asked if 
it was not the intention to mako the bill 
in regard to wido tiros ajiply to tho dia 
Irict of Maquinmlt. 

Mr. Higgina said that his constituents 
had not yet expressed ii fooling in favor 
of tho introduction of such a moaauro. 
When they did so, he would endeavor to 
meet their wiahes in the matter. 

The committee rose, reported the bill 
complete, and it was committed for to- 
day.
